Paris, Sept. 22 OR—A new 


drive against the German indus- 
trial city of Saarbruecken

reported today by the French 
general staff. 


A military communique which 


gave few details indicated a re- 
cent lull had been shattered 
by 


new French maneuvers and ad- 
vance guard skirmishes. 


French advance patrols 
were 


described as feeling their way 
cautiously deeper into 
German 


territory south of Saarbruecken. 


Small patrols were sent out to 


learn the strength and future 
plans of the German defense 
units. 


A heavy gun duel along 
the 


entire front was reported in prog- 
ress, although firing on both sides 
was characterized as sporadic.

Senegalese troops were reported 
en route to the western front in

Sharpshooters mobilized from

"Defensive" War 


Observers saw indications 
in 


Daladier's world broadcast speech 
last night that France and Britain 
may wage a "defensive" war—at 
least, on the land. 


The premier's speech accepting 


Adolf Hitler's statements at Dan- 
zig as a challenge for a fight to 
the finish pictured allied com- 
manders as profiting from World 
War experience with mass 
at- 


tacks. 


He said the commanders "have 


known how to avoid unconsid- 
ered and murderous offensives." 


This was taken by some to in- 


dicate that large scale offensives 
of the World War "big push" type 
would not be launched and that 
emphasis would be laid on air- 
planes and a naval blockade to 
sap Germany's strength gradual- 
ly.

Barkley of Kentucky adopted a 
resolution stating that "legislation 
at this extraordinary session of 
the congress should be limited to 
the purposes for which the presi- 
dent has convened it." 


Barkley explained the resolution 


meant that the leadership would 
work to prevent consideration of 
any measures not dealing directly 
.vith neutrality. 


The majority leader said the 


meeting was "very harmonious." 
He added that there had been no 
discussion of the merits of various 
neutrality proposals, including Mr. 
Roosevelt's recommendation that 
the existing arms embargo be re- 
pealed. 


Keports Favor 


Washington, Sept. 22 WP)—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt reported today 
that he had received a big stack 
of telegrams about his neutrality 
address to congress yesterday but 
had personally seen only 40 or 50 
sent by governors and persona 
friends. 


When the subject came up a' 


his press conference, the Chie. 
Executive was asked whether he 
knew, as some reports had it, that 
congressmen were receiving an in- 
creasing volume of correspondence 
opposing his proposal for repeal 
of the arms embargo. 


Replying affirmatively, he re- 


ferred to a secretary, Stephen 
Eearly, a question about senti- 
ment expressed in telegrams to 
the White House. 


A tabulation, Early said, showed 


that with the exception of prob- 
ably 8 or 10 messages—two of 
these not in exact opposition—- 
the wires were all "pro" repeal. 


The number had not been ob- 


tained but the telegrams began 
coming in spontaneously, Early 
said, were enthusiastic, and ex- 
ceeded in volume the number re- 
ceived after any of the Presi- 
dent's other recent speeches.

It was announced officially that 


44 Iron Guardists were executed 
at the Merkurea-Ciuk concentra- 
tion camp while 32 were shot by 
firing squads at Prahova. 


Mass executions were said to 


be continuing. 


Reliable sources said a mini- 


mum of three iron guard mem- 
bers were being taken from each 
of Rumania's 72 administrative 
districts for the firing squads. 


Cleanup Is rushed 


The whirlwind cleanup of al- 


leged 
pro-Nazi 
elements 
was 


pushed also with widespread ar- 
rests by the quick-acting govern- 
ment. 


At the head of the government 


stood General George Argesanu, 
"tough disciplinarian" of 56 and a 
friend of Calinescu. Observers ex- 
pected Argesanu to follow Cahnes- 
cu's advocacy of closer Rumanian 
economic cooperation with Great 
Britain and France. 


Rumanians watched the situa- 


tion nervously as Germany, who 
wants Rumanian oil, and Soviet 
Russia, who sees former Russian 
territory a part of Rumania, drove 
their troops furlhec into Poland 
north of Rumania. 


Arrests by Hundreds 


Hundreds of arrests were being 


made throughout Rumania and one 
of the questions raiding oflicers 
were seeking to answer

cidbnce that Calinescu was slain. 
while German and Russian troops 
were moving in the north. 


Blood-spattered bodies sprawled 


awkwardly in one of Bucharest's 
main streets provided grisly evi- 
dence of the government's ven- 
geance for Calmescu's assassina- 
tion yesterday.

Men by End of November for 3 Years 


Washington, Sept. 22 UP)—Em- 


ploying new posters, movie films 
and other advertising devices, the 
army has opened a drive to re- 
cruit 48,198 men by the end of 
November. 


This unprecedented 
peacetime 


total includes the 17,000 increase 
in troop strength recently or- 
dered by President Roosevelt, 
along with nearly twice that num- 
ber being sought as the regular 
autumn enlistment quota. 


Despite the rival attractions of 


the expanding navy and 
marine 


corps and the rise in civilian em- 
ployment, officials professed con- 


exceeded schedules.

corps, the army has not relaxed 
age or other requirements. First 
enlistments are for only 
three 


years, however, compared with six 
years for the navy-

British and French citizens, but 
left Americans out in the cold. 
At least 20 foreign nations that 
owed money to United States' 
citizens have been "repatriating" 
their bonds. There 
have 
been 


official and private protests; at- 
tempts to halt the practice by 
supervising the market and by 
checking transactions; but noth- 
ing has been acomplished. 
The 


worst offenders are said to be 
Germany, Colombia, Yugoslavia, 
Rumania, Chile, Brazil, Hungary, 
and Bolivia. 


Nazis Worst Offenders 


Germany'has been, by all odds, 
the leader in the movement. It 
is said that her repurchases ap- 
proached a quarter of a billion 
dollars. Chile and Brazil have re- 
patriated over $100,000,000 worth 
of bonds. While these govern- 
ments refused to pay what they 
owed to American citizens, they 
have squandered billions on arma- 
ments. Here are several exam- 
ples of how foreign bonds have 
fared since the World War: 
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Yokohama, Sept. 22—The war 


has changed the business and in- 
vestment picture overnight 
It 


has sent American business hurt- 
ling forward in one of the sharp- 
est rises in its history. It has 
radically marked up or down the 
prices of securities. It has loaded 
the investor with new problems. 
Steels, oils, coppers, sugars, coals, 
have skyrocketed. 
Yet, foreign 


bonds, particularly those of Eu- 
ropean countries and the British 
commonwealths, have plopped 10 
to 20 points. 


In recent days I 
have been 


asked by a number of my fellow 
travelers how I felt about the 
future course of Japanese, South 
American, and European bonds. 
After visiting Yokohoma, I be- 
lieve that Japanese bonds may be 
a good speculation. It 
is too 


early to attempt an interpreta- 
tion of the new Russo-Japanese 
relations. If the Japanese handle 
their affairs properly, however, I 
feel that this island empire has 
a great future. The big question 
mark is: Will her leaders get a 
big head and try to push too far 
and too fast? 
I am told that 


Japan would like to hold what 
she has taken from China and 
call the war off. 


South America to Benefit 


The new conflict in 
the Old 


World makes all European and 
South American bonds an even 
more hazardous speculation than 
usual. However, South American 
countries may benefit from rising 
prices of copper, cattle, oil, etc. 
Their trade should increase, but 
it is hard to visualize their bonds 
suddenly changing into invest- 
ments. Denmark, Finland, Nor- 
way, Belgium, have—up ip now 


•kept their bonds in the invest- 


ment class, but the war has given 
them a tremendous jolt. 
Under 


curent conditions, with huge ex- 
penditures for defense fastened 
to already top-heavy national 
debts, I cannot consider any for- 
eign bonds as anything but specu- 
lations. 


I rannot see why any American 


would want to put his money into 
foreign bonds. If anything should 
ever make us bitter toward all 
foreign nations it is the treat- 
ment that they have given Ameri- 
can investors.

What was meet significant about 
President Roosevelt's address to 
Congress was not the main pro- 
posal to repeal the embargo on 
arms and stay out of war, but the 
manner In which he mobilized his 
arguments. Clearly the President 
took cognizance of the contentions 
of men like Senator Borah of 
Idaho who have been outlining 
their views in the last few days. 


But Mr, Roosevelt did more. He 


wrote a message which cannot but 
be ' construed 
throughout the 


world as 
defensive—a message 


which intimates the possibility 
that, in a world of might-makes- 
right, no nation can afford to ap- 
ply his rules on any other basis 
than those which have always ex- 
isted in international law govern- 
ing the rights of neutrals. 


Thus, the President took partic- 


ular pains to answer the sugges- 
tion of those who say it is unneu- 
tral to change the status now that 
war has come. He turns the mat- 
ter back by specifically enumer- 
ating his various requests as far 
back as las* January, when there 
was no war. By inference, he 
places the responsibility for fail- 
ure to make the change on those 
who voted this past summer in 
the Senate foreign relations com- 
mittee to postpone action till the 
regular session of next January. 
His point is that the pro-embargo 
group cannot have it both ways, 
preventing action by threatening 
a filibuster before war broke out, 
and insisting that to change now 
is unneutral. 


The President offered no new 


arguments 
in behalf of repeal. 


The idea that America must ship 
to Russia anything she wants, but 
cannot send anything of war sup- 
plies to Britain and France is one 
so obviously inconsistent in the 
view of the administration that 
correction of this deviation can 
only be made by repealing any 
statute that goes contrary to in- 
ternational law. 


It is plain to see that the Pres- 


ident would prefer to have the 
"cash and carry" program put in- 
to effect 
without legislation so 


that exceptions can be made in 
the matter of travel by citizens 
who have legitimate errands. But, 
on the other hand, if Congress in- 
sists on barring all travel in w?r 
zones, the executive will not ob- 
ject, though it is hard to see why 
a simple pronouncement that the 
American government would not 
afford 
protection 
to 
its cit- 


izens 
in certain 
areas would 


have 
the 
same 
effect 
not 
as legislation, 
ing our own 


without subject- 
authoritJes to the 


difficult task of prosecuting some- 
one who went abroad and at his 
own risk took a belligerent ship 
because it was the only way to get 
from one neutral port to another. 


The chance of involvement in 


war arises for the most part out 
of a fear that the American gov- 
ernment will hold Germany to a 
strict accountability for attack- 
ing 
American, citizens 
when 


travelling on the high seas. But 
the proclamation of a 
president 


saying that American* should net 
travel in war zones to in iUetf an 
announcement of the withdrawal 
of that protection. The trouble 
in 1917 was that Germany «t- 
tacked American as well as • for- 
eign ships, and sank them with 
innocent American citizens oh 
board. 


Nobody in Congress has yet 


proposed that the United States 
shall announce to the world a 
complete 
abandonment of' the 


rights of her citizens on the high 
seas, though this, to be sure, fc 
the real position of the isolation- 
ists. Some of them would really 
like to go as far as the President 
challenged them to do, namely, to 
shut off all American commerce 
with the outside world, foodstuff!;; 
supplies and raw materials includ- 
ed, if it meant possible involve- 
ment. The difficulty is that sub- 
marine warfare 
now is being 


waged against any and all ar- 
ticles of supply, and that, so far 
as American ships are "concerned, 
they will be sunk, too, if found 
carrying any cargoes whatsoever 
which might reach Britain or 
France. 


But the sinking of American 


ships is apparently not going to 
bestir the American people as it 
did in 1917. There is growing up 
a feeling of indifference, exempli- 
fied in the attitude of the coun- 
try when the steamer Athenia 
was torpedoed without warning. 


If, therefore, it is the opinion, 


of the nation that travel on the 
high seas should not be permitted 
to become an incident of war with 
Germany, there is no special rea- 
son why any and all supplies can- 
not be sold to be carried off in the 
ships of foreign countries. The 
theory that Germany may resent 
America's supplying airplanes and 
would not resent the 
export of 


raw materials used to make the 
planes is not likely to gain much 
ground. 


The isolationist bloc will- fight 


any change in the present law 
that permits the embargo on arms 
to be lifted.

And the people who want 
aid given to the allies are willing 
to swallow their dislike of the ad- 
ministration on domestic policies 
so as to make sure the allies will 
win and Hitlerism kept from in- 
vading America. 


So it's a battle between two 


groups for the support of Ameri- 
can public opinion. Who can do 
most to keep America out of war? 


At the moment, the President 


appears to haye a majority

both houses with him, but he and 
his associates in this controversy 
will have to keep fighting Inten- 
sively against the 
resourceful 


minority in the Senate who know 
how to conduct this sort of cam- 
paign.

Beauty and brains. Or. Hollingi- 


worth said, go hand in hand. And 
so do brains and good health, charm, 
long, life and « sunny disposition. 


As one of the leaders at the Spey- 


er school, Dr Hollingsworth tested 
many young student* to find wheth> 
er they were bright enough to de- 
serve a place in the advanced 
school. 


"And yet, when some of the moth- 


ers were told their youngsters had 
'jeen selected for the school," the 
educator said, "they began to sob. 


"You sec, they bad heard, I guess, 


that bright children don't live long 
or perhaps that brilliant children 
get brain fever." 


Refutes Popular Theories. 


Those are just some more of the 


superstitions about intelligent chil- 
dren that Dr. Hollingsworth's figures 
ref"te. She can prove that young- 
sters with high I. Q.'s are taller 
and heavier for their ages, usually, 
tbnn children with less mental ca- 
pacity. 


She believes all the superstitions 


about bright youngsters "coming to 
bad ends" are merely examples of 
"subconscious jealousy." 


"People don't like to admit that 


perhaps someone else's child can 
have everything—intelligence, health 
and charm," she said. 


Her present task is that of chang- 


ing school curricula so that- the 
more intelligent youngsters are not 
stunted mentally by lack of urging 
or by downright suppression. 


For instance, she pointed out, one 


out of. every 100 children can fulfill 
the requirements of the public ele- 
mentary schools in approximately 
one-half the tune allotted. This 
means 
the 
brighter 
youngsters 


spend half their schocl days doing 
nothing. 


Cites C-li-l's Case. 


"There was a seven-year-old girl !^oo—M^mi Farm 
named Jean who finished her les- 
sons in a thirJ ol the time the other 
children reguircd," Dr. Kollings- 
worth said. "The teacher didn't 
know what to do with her. Finally 
she gave the child a notebook and 
told her to start with the number 
'one' and write down as many num- 
bers as she could. The child toiled 
on until her tiny hands became stiff 
and cramped. Finally she burst into 
tears and cried, 'I cnn't stand the 
jgures, I can't stand them.' " 


The weeping child was taken to 


the principal and then to Dr. Hol- 
lingsworth. An examination showed 
she had a mentality of a 14-year- 
old youngster. 


Today she is one of the best pu- 


pils in the Spsyer school. She is 
one of the children who has dis- 
covered errors in encyclopedias, who 
can use reference boo'cs in the New 
York Central library like an adult, 
and give a report on a serious his- 
torical biography. 
. "• 


"I still have that notebook, filled 


with those figures," Dr. Hollings- 
worth said. "It's certainly a com- 
mentary on education."

neutrality, the safety and the in- 
tegrity of our country and at the 
same time' keep us out of war.

Warned Congress on Neutrality 
Last January, in the same mes- 
sage, I also said: 


"We have learned that when we 


deliberately try to legislate neu- 
trality our neutrality laws may 
operate unevenly and unfairly— 
may actually give aid to an ag- 
gressor and deny it to the victim 
The instinct of self-preservation 
should warn us that we ought not 
to let that happen any more." 


It was because of what I fore- 


saw last January from watching 
the trend of foreign affairs anc 
their probable effect upon us that 
I recommended to the Congress in 
July of this year that changes be 
enacted in our Neutrality Law 
The essentials for American peace 
in the. world have not changec 
since January. That is why I ask 
you again to re-examine our own 
legislation. 


Beginning with the foundation 


of our constitutional government 
in the year 1789, the American 
policy in respect to belligerent 
nations, with one notable excep- 
tion, has been based 
on inter- 


national law. Be it remembered 
that what we call international 
law has had as its primary objec- 
tives the avoidance of causes of 
war and the prevention of the ex- 
tension of war. 


The single exception was the 


policy adopted by this nation 
during the Napoleonic wars, when 
seeking to avoid involvement, we 
acted for some years under the 
so-called Embargo and Non-Inter- 
course Acts. That policy turned 
out to be a disastrous failure— 
First, because it brought our own 
nation close to ruin, and second, 
because it was the major cause of 
bringing us into active participa- 
tion in European wars in our own 
War of 1812. It is merely reciting 
history to recall to you that one 
of the results of the policy of em- 
bargo and non-intercourse was 
the burning in 1814 of part of this 
Capitol in which we are assembled. 


Our next deviation by 'sta- 


tute from the sound principles of 
neutrality and peace through in- 
ternational law did not come for 
one hundred and thirty years. It 
was the .so-called Neutrality Act 
of 193!*--only four years ago—an 
act continued in force by the joint 
resolution of May 1, 1937, despite 
grave doubts expressed as to its 
wisdom by many senators and 
representatives and by officials 
charged with the conduct of our 
foreign relations, including my- 
self. I regret that the Congress 
passed that act I regret equally 
that I signed that act 
Asks That Embargo Be Lifted

Paradox of Existing Legislation 
Let me set forth the present 


paradox of the existing legislation 
in its simplest terms: 
If, prior 


to 1935, a general war had broken 
out in Europe, the United States 
would have sold to and bought 
from 
belligerent 
nations such 


goods and products of all kinds as 
the belligerent nations, with their 
existing facilities and geographi- 
cal situations, were able to buy 
from us or sell to us. This would 
have been the normal practice un- 
der thc age-old doctrines of inter- 
national law. Our prior position ac- 
cepted the facts of geography and 
of conditions of land power and sea 
power alike as they existed in all 
parts of the world. 


If a war in Europe had broken 


out prior to 1935, there would 
have been no difference, for ex- 
ample, between our exports of 
sheets of aluminum and airplane 
wings;, today there .is. an artifical 
legal 
difference. 
Before 1935 


there would have been no differ- 
ence between the export of cotton 
and the export of gun cotton. 
Today there is. Before 1935 there 
would have been no difference be- 
tween the 
shipment of brass 


tubing in piece form and brass 
tubing in shell form. Today there 
is. Before 1935 there would have 
been no difference between export 
of a motor truck and an armored 
motor truck. Today there is. 


Let us be factual and recognize 


that a belligerent nation

Firit Book in English 


Printed on Continent 


The first English book ever print- 


ed was not printed In England, but 
somewhere on the Continent, about 
1474, according to the Montreal Her- 
ald. William Caxton, a Kentish born 
apprentice to a rich London cloth 
merchant, went to Bruges, to work 
at hli trad" 


Caxton bto-ire a prominent man, 


educated himself, and translated 
from French into English a book of 
stories called "Hecuyell ol the His- 
tories of Troy." ("Recuyell" means 
collection). The duchess of Burgun- 
dy, who was an Englishwoman, liked 
it so much, and so many other peo- 
ple wished to read It that he soon 
tired of making hand-written cop- 
ies, and decided to learn the new 
and wonderful art of printing. This 
was the first book he printed. 


The first book known to be printed 


in England was, "The Dictes and 
Sayings of the Philosophers." It was 
translated from the French by Earl 
Rivers, revised and printed by Cax- 
ton who added a chapter and a pro- 
logue. He had set up the first Eng- 
lish printing press not far from the 
west door of Westminster Abbey, in 
a house known as the HOUSJ of tho 
Red Pale, from the sign which he 
set over it. 


From his house Caxton sent out 


the first printed advertisements 
known In England, "If It please any 
men spiritual or temporal," he says, 
to buy a certain book, "let him come 
to Westminster In to the Almonry at 
the Red Pale, and he shall have 
them good cheap." The advertise- 
ment, which it given In "Marshall's 
History of English Literature," end- 
ed with some Latin words which 
may be translated, "Please do not 
pull down the advertisement." 


Another Lincoln Quip 


^Adding to the human side of 
American furniture is the story that 
now comes to us that Abraham Lin- 
coln was the son of a wheelwright 
and master of a branch of cabinet- 
making,' and naturally it is as- 
sumed that Lincoln as he grew up 
torn boyhood must have aided hit 
lather in his work. Furthermore, it 
t interesting to know that Lincoln's 
toremoit political rival also had a 
furniture-making background.

with saying "Although Douglas m»y

of about 3,300,000 acres between

el of north latitude, now forming a 
part of the state of Ohio. Its own- 
ership was reserved by Connecticut 
at the time of the cession of New 
York, Virginia, Massachuactts and 
Connecticut to the United States of 
the Northwest Territory in 1782-1788, 
franting.jurisdiction to tbe United 
"itatey. 
This strip wai therefore 


called 'the "Connecticut Reiem- 
ion" or the "Western Reserve" un- 
til Ohio became a state in 1802.

The invention it that of Anthony 


H. Bledsoe, statistician for the 
Berkeley police department, and 1> 
expected eventually to be a valuable 
contribution to the p«tion'» police 
departments. 


Bledsoe, backed by WPA fundi, 


has worked on the Invention for the 
last three years. It it deflated to 
single out a photograph in only a 
few minutes from a file of hundreds 
of thousands. This work ordinarily 
would require hours under th« pres- 
ent system of manual examination. 


The machine, similar to the auto- 


matic card files used by the federal 
bureau of investigation, selects pic- 
tures by a system of holes punched 
to an attached card. 


Detailed facial and other physical 


characteristics will be indicated on 
each card by a code system of 
punched holes." Given a description, 
police officials will be able to set On 
machine accordingly, run the cardi 
through it and locate the photograph 
having 
the 
characteristics 
de- 


scribed. 


Some Idea of the size of the field 


which is open for the use of such a 
machine is indicated by the fact that 
the police department of Berkeley, 
with a pcpjlation of only 100,000 
has an album of 160,000 criminal 
photographs.

Found in Ocean Waters 
The oceans of the earth contain, 


In addition to fish and sea weed, 
enough salt to provide 20,000,000 
tons for each human being aliv« 
today. 
Moreover, they contain 


smaller amounts of other important 
chemicals, such. as Epsom salts, 
gypsum, potash, and limestone. 
There are also barely detectable 
traces of still more valuable sub- 
stance*. 
Including 
gold, silver- 


iodine, and bromine. 


Until a few years ago, very llttl* 


had been dona to exploit this yait 
source, of chemical wealth. 
The 


cost of evaporating 97 per cent of 
water was more than the products 
were worth. 


However, during the past three 


years an American chemical com- 
pany has been extracting bromine 
from sea water at the rate of 5,000 
tons a year (worth several million 
dollars). 


Bromine is a dark brown liquid of 


low boiling point, noted for it» ap- 
palling odor and its corrosive action 
on metals and living tissues. 


It is present in sea .water, u om> 


of its compounds, sodium bromide— 
a colorless, soluble crystalline com- 
pound resembling ordinary salt 


Sea water is pumped into the' 


plant at a rate of over 100,000 gal- 
ions a minute, where it ii slightly 
acidified with »ulphuric acid and 
then treated with a little chlorine. 
The chlorine reacts with the sodi- 
um chloride (ordinary salt) 'and 
bromine. 
Air it 
then bubbled 


through the water. • Because at itc 
extreme volatility, the bromine it 
carried away as a vapor with tht 
sir.

Rose Hai Long Figured 


In History of England 


The rose, in all probability, ha* 


figured more prominently in the his- 
tory of England than in that of any 
other country. 


The War of Roses, which lasted 


from 1455 to 1485, was between the 
Hcuse of York and L-mcaster. A 
red rose was the badge of Edmund, 
earl of Lancaster, brother of King 
Edward I. The white rose was the 
badge of the Black Prince. 


According to tradition Somerset 


plucked a red rose in the Temple 
garden, saying, "Let all the friends 
of Lancaster follow in my example." 
Likewise, Warwick, the friend of 
York, plucked a white rose, saying, 
"Let all the friends of York wear 
a white rose for their badge." Rib- 
bons and rosettes of red and white 
were worn by the partisans of Lan- 
caster and York. 


Another conflict In which the rose 


was worn was the Seven Yean war. 
During the Battle of Minden In 1759, 
several British regiments gathered 
and wore roses which flourished on 
the countryside, it i* related In Gar- 
den Digest. It Is a custom for re- 
maining British regiments to cele- 
brate the battle in, which their pred- 
ecessors fought, by wearing yellow 
roses and bedecking their drunu 
and colors.

nically seeming to treat all war 
nations alike—actually would be 
to the disadvantage of Germany 
because of Great Britain's power 
on the Atlantic. 


Not one Berlin newspaper men- 


tioned Mr. Roosevelt's message al- 
though it was delivered hours be- 
fore press time. 


Unofficial opinion, however, not- 


ed with satisfaction that the Pres- 
ident had expressed determination I 
to keep the United States out of 
war and had struck what they re- 
garded as a note of independence 
from Great Britain.

sons can make to scientific research, 
reports that the amateur scientist is 
found in the average home here and 
In almost every occupation. 


A preliminary survey, conducted 


by W. Stephen Thomas, working for 
the committee on education and par- 
ticipation is science, which is super- 
vised by the philosophical society, 
disclosed that 200 amateur scientists 
enrolled for field trips of the Acade- 
my of Natural Sciences were en- 
gaged in 55 different occupations. 


Forty per cent are in business of- 


fices, 
20 per 
cent in technical 


trades, 1G per cent in the professions 
and the remaining 24 per cent are 
students, unemployed workers and 
housewives. 


"Their hobbies were diverse and 


amusing," Thomas said. "A garden- 
er indicated flowers, a mail carrier 
hiking and a tourist agent travel a» 
their leisure time interests." 


Local clubs are co-operating with 


Thomas in the committee's effort to 
spread scientific knowledge and help 
the amateur scientist. 


Among these clul.s are those for 


astronomers and telescope-makers, 
airplane a id ship model designers, 
cosmic ray students, students of 
earth currents and radio, natural- 
ists, mineralogists, botanists, ento- 
mologists and geologists. 


The work of these diverse organ!-

Yale University Started 


By Harvard Graduates 


The first movement leading to the 


establishment of what is now Yale 
university was a meeting of 10 min- 
isters at Branford, Conn. Nine of 
these ministers were graduates of 
Harvard and therefore it may be 
said with SOUK- truth that Yale was 
founded by Harvard men. 
They 


contributed 40 volumes for the li- 
brary of the proposed college. An 
act of incorporation creating a body 
"(trustees was passed by the Con- 
necticut legislature in 1701. 
The 


college was originally at Saybrook 
and removed to New Haven later. 
It was not at first called Yale, that 
name being given to it in recogni- 
tion of a donation made by Elihu 
Yale, a childless London merchant, 
whose father had been one o£ the 
original settlers at New Haven. 
Cotton Mather, a Harvard man. 
and one of the most famous of all 
the Puritans, may be said to have 
named Yale. 
A letter which he 


wrote to Elihu Yale say* in part: 
"If what is forming at Ncw Haven 
might bear the name of Yale col- 
lege it would be better than a name 
of sons and daughters. ' And your 
munificence might easily obtain for 
you such commemoration."
